1 . Claims 1 and 4-1 6 (now claims 1 -1 4) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The application is 
allowable for the reasons set forth on page 10 beginning at the first full paragraph to the second 
paragraph on page 1 1 of the decision of the Board of Patent Appeals And Interferences, which 
is hereby incorporated by reference. As noted therein, the Board was persuaded that the 
results are unexpected for an allyl chloride of 180 ppm, therefore the claimed invention is 
allowable, since it now requires that the allyl chloride comprises less than 200 ppm by weight of 
1,5-hexadiene.
